First Steps Technical 
Assistance Team Report 

Anne Bolly reported.  OSEP (Office of Special Education Programs) 
wants states to demonstrate that they are accessing other payor sources 
for early intervention services prior to using early intervention funds.  
Angie Lawrence, Central Office Financial Administrator will draft 
Kentucky’s indicators when she has more information on exactly what 
OSEP expects.  Everyone must bill insurance if the family makes this 
request, including independent providers.  The cut-off date for IECE 
certification is 8-1-08.  Everyone with a professional development plan 
must have their certification by that date.  A workgroup has been 
formed to develop standard forms for the POE and for assessments, staff 
notes, 6-month progress reports, and discharge summaries.  Inadequate 
staffing and out dated technology may be 2 reasons why Kentucky is 
not making the 45 day timeline for completion of the initial IFSP.  POEs 
that are falling behind on the 45 day timeline will receive targeted TA. 
Registration for Provider Orientation and web training modules will be 
moving to Ky. TRAIN web site.  Regional face-to-face Orientation 
trainings will be held monthly in either Louisville or Elizabethtown.
